Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 33,37,41,42,44, and 46 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 
33,37,41,42,44, and 46 distinguish over the prior art of record in that the Applicant 
specifically claims a method and apparatus for playing a game that involves determining 
a near miss outcome , where the near miss outcome comprises a plurality of symbols 
displayed on a payline such that when one of the plurality of displayed symbols is 
replaced with another symbol adjacent to the one of the plurality of displayed symbols, 
the result is a winning outcome; and where an offer with another benefit is made to the 
player when a near miss outcome is determined. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than 
the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
